A feeling of relief and satis- 
faction rather than un- 
bridled jubilation is per- 
meating through Mel- 
bourne Brunswick United 
at the moment.

Richardson said last Satur- 
day. 


“We are not saying we won’t 
make the semi-finals, we are 
just not predicting it.” 

Richardson is an example of 
several measures taken by 
the club recently to ensure its 
survival in Australia’s num- 
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ber one competition. 

The GM was the marketing 
executive of Australian 
Football League (AFL) club 
Footscray until earlier this 
year when he switched 
codes. 

Richardson admits this in- 
volvement in soccer in the 
past has negligible, but 
Brunswick’s decision to hire 
someone with a proven track 
record in administration in 
sport like AFL is to be ap- 
plauded. 

To further consolidate their 
place in the CCSL, Bruns- 
wick have leased the 32,000 
capacity Western Oval 
which is also used by AFL 
club Footscray and National 
Baseball League club Mel- 
bourne Monarchs. 
Australia’s first female soc- 
cer President, Maria Carmi- 
gnani, has been credited as a 
driving force behind the re- 
surgence of Brunswick. 
Mrs. Carmignani is a former 
director of the club’s social 
committee and she has re- 
ceived widespread publicity 
for her no-nonsense ap- 
proach to the President’s job 
during the past three years. 
On the playing front, Bruns- 
wick coach John Margaritis 
has made some impressive 
signings from around Aus- 
tralia and overseas. 
Preston’s former Socceroo 
Andrew Zinni, the 1992 
NSW Super League Player 
of the Year Jonathan Pille- 
mer and Marconi’s Anthony 
Budini will all wear Bruns- 
wick shirts this year. 
Former Russian interna- 
tional midfielder Artur Ki- 
rishian and former Yugosla- 
via first division defender 
Aleksandar Kuzmanovic

will be Brunswick’s two visa 
players.

LOOK AT THE 
C.C.S.L CLUBS 


“Our support base is still 
very much Italian but we are 
also trying to attract mem- 
bers of the general commu- 
nity.” 

To win its place in the CCSL, 
Brunswick thwarted chal- 
lenges from fellow Victorian 
clubs Preston and Bulleen 
and Sydney club Bonnyrigg 
White Eagles. 

Brunswick, which is 43 
years old, is steeped in all 
much tradition and history as 
almost any other club is this 
country. 

Before the formation of a 
national league in 1977, 
Brunswick were crowned 
Victorian Champions seven 
times including five con- 
secutive seasons from 1952 
to 1958. 

In 1985, Brunswick won 
their first and only national 
championship by defeating 
the all-powerful Sydney City 
over two legs. 

In fact the only other Victo- 
rian team to win the National 
League has been South Mel- 


bourne in 1984 and 1991. 
Brunswick’s championship- 
winning squad of no-names - 
put together for only less 
than $50,000 - was Brian 
Brown (captain), Yakka 
Baanovic, Mehemet Du-

SOCCER'S NEW BRIGADE

One of the younger brigade of 
soccer coaches to have 
emerged into top ranks in 
recent times has been Ken 
Schembri. Club coach with 
the Blacktown City Demons 
and this by the age of 37. 

It has been an evolving plan 
which Schembri set in motion 
ten years ago when he first 
coached the Demons Youth 
League Under 14 side. Schem- 
bri was a reasonable player but 
always though that thereis more 
challenge to being a coach. 

As a player/coach with Toon- 
gabbie in the Granville Associa- 
tion he first tasted success with 
the Premier League All Age 
team when they won their com- 
petitions in both First and Re- 
serve Grades. 

Coaching qualifications fol- 
lowed as he studied and passed 
Levels 1 and 2 in quick succes- 
sion. Since then Ken has 
achieved Level 3 because he 
wanted to go on to senior foot- 
ball. 

He believes that there is a three 
year cycle in Coaching. The 
first year is building a team for 
success in the second and third 
years. This can be seen in 
Schembri’s work with the 
Demons Reserve team where he 
remained for three seasons. But 
how is success measured? 
Results achieved are one defi- 
nite measure but surely devel- 
opment of players is another. 
As Schembri says, “One of my 
measures of success is with 
players who you believe have 
the ability which other people 
can’t see. Langan (Damon 
Langan) is one of the most grati- 
fying.” Schembri saw Langan 
play for the first time in a pre- 
liminary final at Bates Drive 
Sutherland for Parramatta 
Eagles Under 15’s. He was 
impressed and asked Langan 
and Jason Connolly to join him 
at Gabbie Stadium the next sea- 


son in the Under 17’s. 

Within a year by 1989 Langan 
had made his NSL debut for the 
Demons and has been in the first 
team ever since over the last 
four years. 

Schembri likes to share an 
ambition with a player, both 
driving towards maximum 
achievement of the player’s 
potential. 

Not only with young, untried 
players but with seasoned cam- 
paigners. A case in point is the 
remarkable recovery from a 
badly broken leg by Lawrie 
McKinna. Schembri convinced 
Lawrie that he could come back, 
McKinna was desperate to try. 
A common goal was set and 
agreed. 

In January, 1993 the dye was 
cast. The McKinna Family 
went to the Central Coast for 
phase one of the plan. The 
Schembri Family joined them. 
Then it was running, running, 
running. Discussions about a 
change of diet at home. Cook- 
ing lessons for Chris McKinna, 
Lawrie’s wife, and more pun- 
ishing running. 

The results were there for all to 
see. Lawrie lost 14 kilograms. 
He made a retum to playing in 
the Reserves, still showing a 
slight limp. The magic day ar- 
rived - selection in the first team 
the eighth game of the season 
and he scored! McKinna has 
gone on to score thirteen Cup 
and League goals. Does 
Schembri feel any satisfaction? 
He most certainly does!
